They have a veto 
over any arrangement that might 
be made concerning their coun- 
try."

rights of the Palestinian people." 

“ Indeed, it would be tragic if all 
the efforts to make progress 
towards peace in the Middle East 
were to result in further polarizing 
the situation." 

Waldheim said the Middle East 
was in "a period of uncertainty, 
discord and increasing violence. ' 

“Ultimately, all parties con- 
cerned must be involved and the 
United Nations offers a unique 
opportunity to achieve this. I 
believe our organization presents 
a potential in this regard which has 
not been fully utilized." 

“One possibility, which I con- 
tinue to believe might be pursued, 
is a preparatory meeting under 
United Nations auspices looking 
toward a later reconvening of an 
international conference." 

Earlier, Waldheim has sug- 
gested Geneva as the conference 
site. 

Waldheim said he planned to 
talk with Sadat Wednesday in 
Monrovia, presumably to test the 
Egyptian leader's reaction to an 
international conference on the 
Middle East 

Waldheim said that when he last 
spoke to the OAU “there was 
reason to expect an early solution 
to the problem of Namibia. This 
expectation has unhappily not 
been fulfilled." 

He accused South Africa, which 
administers the territory, of com- 
pounding the “stalemate” by 
holding elections last September 
in which the guerrilla movement, 
the Southwest Africa People’s 
Organization refused to take pan.

He stressed the need for mod- 
eration by oil exporters and 
pointed to the decision Saadi 
Arabia announced recently to 
increase hs petroleum output “in 
the interests of Saudi Arabia and 
the Arab, Islamic and Third 
worlds." 

Dr. Yamani said he was shortly 
to present a plan to other Arab 
information ministers that would 
try to oppose malicious prop- 
aganda. because that propaganda 
was being promoted by interna- 
tional Zionism.

Most Saudi newspapers said 
Wednesday that the meetings 
were of special importance due to 
the present circumstances in the 
Arab World. 

“Al- Medina" said it came at a 
critical time for the Arabs because _ 
of the increasing hostility shown' 
by Israel to a settlement of out- 
standing questions. 

“Being a frontline state, Jordan 
has and will continue to bear much 
of the responsibility in our con- 
frontation with the enemy," the 
newspaper said.

Prince Naif said that the public 
display .of jewelry bearing a 
crucifix or any representation of a 
cross was a violation of Islamic 
teachings and culture, and could 
be considered Christian missio- 
nary activity in the land of Islam. 

Prince Naif also instructed that 
jewelry bearing inscriptions from 
the Holy Quran be banned, as 


anyone wearing it might enter 
places where verses of the Holy 
Quran should not. Some people 
might be unworthy of displaying 
the verses, and others might be in 
a state of ritual impurity. 

He also said that young Muslim 
men should nor wear' gold jewelry 
as it is prohibited by the Sharia.

LONDON, July 18 (R) — As 
the dollar plummeted on foreign 
exchange markets Wednesday, 
Mana Said Oteiba, UAE oil minis- 
ter and president of OPEC, said 
there is a significant chance a spe- 
cial pricing meeting may be called 
by the organization. 

The dollar fell sharply against 
the pound to $2.29 and sent gold 
past the $300 dollar-an-ounce 
marfc for the first time in history. 

Dealers in Europe said the dol- 
lar was badlv affected by the 
unprecedented mass resignation 
of President Carter’s cabinet, a 
move designed to help the presi- 
dent’s forlorn political prospects. 

Dr. Oteiba told Japan's Kyodo 
News Service in Tokyo that the 
UAE and Saudi Arabia would 
continue to try to curb further oil 
price increases. OPEC accepts 


payment for oil in dollars, and thus 
watches the currency’s fluctua- 
tions with concern. 

Dr. Oteiba also said it was very 
difficult to separate economic 
issues from politics. "We Arabs 
have waited 30 years and now we 
are hoping our friends will contri- 
bute to a just peace in the Middle 
East so that the Palestinians can 
have their' state." 

“Any country which needs our 
oil should understand thk and 
help us. If they are careless about 
our problems, then we will be 
careless about then's.” 

Dr. Oteiba said, “We regard the 
U.S. as a friendly country at the 
moment, but it is the only country 
which can apply pressure on 
Israel.

Inflation may hit 100% 

Israelis end price freezes 


on fuel, some basic foods 


TEL AVIV, July 18 (AF) — 
The Israeli government, dealing 
with an issue more politically 
explosive than political negotia- 
tions, has decided to end a price 
freeze on fuel and basic foods and 
has set the stage for a new round of 
roaring price increases to consum- 
ers. 

But the compromise decision 
emerging from a late-night 
cabinet meeting Tuesday foiled to 
satisfy economists who believe 
only an immediate cot in govern- 
ment support for low food prices 
could help reduce an inflation rate 
threatening to reach triple figures 
dns year. 

Long lines formed at gasoline 
stations when word broke that 
Prime Minister Menahem Begin 
had summoned his cabinet into 
special session. But contrary to 
expectations, the cabinet took no 
immediate action. 

A treasury plan to stop prop- 
ping up popular food prices and to 
cut government spending was 
abandoned when the ministers 
learned that bread and mike pro- 
ducts, alone, would more than 
double in price. 

“ What will a poor family with 
fci gh t children do then ? ” Begin 
was reported as saying. Instead, 
the cabinet delayed action in favor 
of setting up committees to study 
how lower income familie s will be 
folly compensated. The freeze 
instituted less than one month ago 
wfll end shortly. 

The decision reflected the gov- 
ernment’s fmanrfal bind. Some

dollars in subsidies are cut from 
the national budget, inflation —

Sinai oil 

The Knesset was also studying 
Israel's oil supplies Tuesday as it 
reviewed the state of the 
economy. 

Energy Minister Yitzhak Modai 
said Egypt had almost doubled the 
price of its oil and suggested this 
might be meant to strengthen 
Egypt’s bargaining power in 
negotiations on oil sales to Israel. 

Modai, who was quoted earlier 
as saying Israel would have to 
import 98 per cent of its oil after 
handing the Sinai fields bade to 
Egypt in November, told a meet-

Mandate expires this week 

Treaty signatories ponder U.N. Sinai force 


CAIRO, July 18 (AP)— Egypt, 
Israel and the United States are 
still in a quandry over how to 
replace a U.N. peacekeeping 
mandate in the Sinai that expires 
in one week, diplomatic sources 
said Tuesday. 

There is little likelihood for 
renewal of the mandate, which 
expires Tuesday, July 24. 

Alternatives are being consi- 
dered, but no final decision is 
expected before the deadline pas- 


ses. The options include, an 
expansion of the 150-man U.N. 
truce supervisory organization 
which has kept observers in Sinai 
to monitor troop movements since 
1948; an international force made 
up of European or African coun- 
tries; joint Egyptian -Israeli pat- 
rols; or no peacekeepers at all to 
monitor Israels three-year pull- 
out from the 25,000 square miles 
of desert 

Although no final decision has 


been announced, the Soviet 
Union is expected to veto U.S. 
attempts to extend the mandate of 
the 4,000 troops of the U.N. 
Emergency Force (UNEF). The 
troops have patrolled the no- 
man’s land between Egyptian and 
Israeli lines since the 1973 war. 

la fact 300 Swedish troops have 
been stationed behind Egyptian 
lines since Israel lowered its flag in 
the El Arish corridor in May 
because the mandate does not 


permit their deployment. 

“In the past month, we have 
come to accept that UNEF will not 
be extended because the Russians 
fear a new mandate will indirectly 
give international backing to the 
peace treaty,” one Western dip- 
lomat said.

NICOSIA, July 1 8 ( AP) — Ira- 
q’s new President Saddam Hus- 
sein is a man of arms and letters, 
who mixed intense politicking for 
power with study for degrees in 
law and military sciences. 

Saddam, 42, was elected by the 
Iraq! Revolutionary Command 
Council to succeed President 
Ahmed Hassan AJ-Bakr. Bakr 
resigned for health reasons Mon- 
day on the 12th anniversary of the 
Baath Party’s return to power in 
Baghdad. 

In addition to the' presidency, 
Saddam became prime minister, 
chairman of the RCC, secretary 
general of the ruling party and 
commander-in-chief of the armed 
forces. 

Saddam’s accession comes at a 
time when Iraq is facing many 
challenges. 

Kurdish agitation in -the north, 
friction with neighboring Iran ih 
the east on the question of auton- 
omy for the ethnic Arab minority 
in Khuzestan, and the unfinished 
quest for unity with Syria in foe 
west to face Israeli challenges are 
among the pending issues. 

Saddam is not new to these 
problems. As vice chairman of the 
RCC since 1969, he was' consi- 
dered the prime mover of Iraqi 
policy, wielding actual power 
^behind Bakr, who was long known 
for ill-health. 

Saddam resented being called 
“strongman” emphasizing that he 
does not “play foe role of no. 1 
man from my position of no. 2 

man " 

Saddam told a Lebanese paper 
that he could not be“the Nasser of 
Iraqi revolution, because Presi- 
dent Bakr is not another Muham- 
mad Naguib.” Hie first Egyptian 
president after the overthrow of 
the monarchy in 1952, who was 
later overthrown by Nasser. . 

Sadam’s pragmatism and resol- 
ution in the turbulent years since 
the overthrow of the monarchy, 
helped him keep one step ahead of 
his opponents. 

Politics had come early to Sad- 
dam, who grew up in the house of 
his unde, Kheirallah Tulfa, who 
subsequently became governor of 
Baghdad. He started school at 
nine at his home town of Al-Ojah, 
moving to Baghdad later to con- 
tinue his studies. 

Saddam joined the Baath Party 
in 1951 and was arrested and 
imprisoned for six months. Later, 


when he was implicated in the 
1959. assassination attempt 
against the then Chief of Staff 
Abdul Karim Kassem, he fled to 
Syria, and thence to Egypt in 1 962 
to study. 

He returned to Iraq after the 
party sensed power in February 
1963, but was soon forced to go ■ 
underground when the Baath 
Party was deposed the same year. 

Iraqi police discovered Sad- 
dam’s hide out on Oct. 14, 1964. 
He barricaded himself and 
single-handedly held out for an 
entire day, only surrendering after 
he ran out of ammunition. He 
escaped from prison after two 
years. 

Saddam was instrumental in 
organizing Bala's July 17, 1968 
coup d'etat which brought the 
Baath Party back to power. After 
the coup, he set up the “green 
armbands” militants to suppress 
opponents. - 


He efisappeared from the politi- 
cal scene for two months to pre- 
pare for university exams, and 
returned with a law degree. . 

In November 1969, Saddam 
was named vice chairman of the 
RCC, officially becoming no. 2 
m»n | e nabling Mm to play -a vital 
role in many major political deci- 
sions. These culminated in the 
nationalization of the Iraqi pet- 
roleum company in 1972. He also 
negotiated a treaty of coordina- 
tion and friendship with the Soviet 
Union, autonomy for the Kurds in 
northern Iraq in 1974 and the 
m ^nfeiti nn of arms from France. 

In 1973 Saddam received the 
military rank of lieutenant general 
and in February 1976 was 
awarded an M-SC. degree in milit- 
ary sciences and decorated with 
the military staff signal. 

Saddm is the author of several 
books and dissertations de a lin g 
with political science. 


Pilot feared death attempt

KANSAS CITY, Missouri* July

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War rages on in Nicaragua 
as new chief defies rebels 




MANAGUA, July 18 (R) — 
The civil war raged on with 
increased fury Wednesday, dash- 
ing hopes of a quick halt to the 
bloodshed after President Anas- 
tasio Somoza resigned and fled 
into exile in the United States. 

Angry U.S. officials Wednesday 
fought to salvage plans for a 
peaceful transfer of power in 
Nicaragua which may have been 
torpedoed by a sudden about-turn 
by the country’s supposedly tem- 
porary leader. 

A rebel-backed provisional 
government stood by in neighbor- 
ing Costa Rica to take power. But 
Nicaragua's National Guard was 
ordered to fight on against the 
Sandinista guerrillas who were 
reported to be advancing on the 
capital. 

Francisco Urcuyo, who took 
over as acting bead of state Tues- 
day, after Somoza* s departure, 
called od the guerrillas to lay down 
their arm. 

The interim president had been 
expected to stay in power only 
briefly but, in what was far from a 
conciliatory move, be excluded 
the guerrillas from a call for a 
national dialogue. 

Sources dose to Urcuyo said he 
hoped to remain in office until 
1981 when Somoza' s term as pres- 
ident should have expired. 

Three members of the junta 
flew to Nicaragua Wednesday to 
establish a provisional govern- 
ment outside Managua. The guer- 
rilla movement threatened a 
bloodbath unless Somoza’s hand- 
packed successor abandoned his 
declared intention to hold oh the 
presidency. 

The news of Urcuyo' s uncom- 
promising stand, coupled with the 
stepping up of the fighting, dis- 
mayed weary Nicaraguans and 
angered die U.S. government 


which had been working for a 
peaceful transfer of power. 

A ceasefire had been antici- 
pated within 24 hours of Somoza’s 
departure which ended more than 
40 years of role by the Somoza 
family. 

When the autocrat flew into a 
U.S. Air Force base in Florida, thie 
United States welcomed his resig- 
nation and expressed the hope 
that it would end the bloody war 

U.S. Navy ship 
off Nicaragua 
for evacuation 

WASHINGTON, July 18 (AP) 
— A U.S. Navy amphibious assault 
ship carrying large helicopters is 
"standing off the east coast of 
Nicaragua in case there is a need 
to evacuate Americans. 

U.S. government officials said 
19 army soldiers were ready to go 
in with the helicopters to help pro- 
tect Americans, if necessary. 
These armed -soldiers would rein- 
force the 13 Marine guards 
stationed at the embassy in Man- 
agua. 

The sources, who declined to be 
identified, said there are no 
Marines aboard the 39,0(X)-ton 
assault ship, the Saipan. They 
-stressed the ship's mission is 
strictly for possible evacuation, of 
American diplomats and others if 
they become endangered. 

The Defense- Department 
refused to discuss the report that 
the Saipan, one of the Navy's 
newest amphibious warships, has 
been stationed about 40 miles 
from Nicaragua. 

The Saipan reportedly has 
taken aboard four U.S. Air Force 
HH-53 “Jolly Green Giant” 
helicopters, each of which can 
carry 35 passengers.

But 
they took his remarks seriously 
enough to issue a tough statement 

The State Department “noted 
with grave concern” the hew pres- 
ident’ s comments and said such 
action “would deny the 
Nicaraguan people this historic 
opportunity for peace and recon- 
ciliation." 

The United States feared the 
carefully negotiated transfer to 
the junta, whose members prom- 
ised to observe human rights and 
avoid reprisals against Somoza 
supporters, would fall apart and 
that the San dinis ta guerrillas 
would press for all-out military 
victory. 

Officials said there was no 
doubt the Santimistas could win. 
But the resulting government was 
far more likely to be of the 
extreme left than the more mod- 
erate administration which the 

United States hoped would 
emerge after a peaceful transfer of . 
power.

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Asia anxiously awaits Geneva 
meeting on Vietnam’s refugees 


HONG KONG, July 18 (AP) — For 370,000 
Indochinese refugees crowded in camps across 
Southeast Asia and thousands more fleeing on the 
high seas, this week’s Geneva conference is a matter 
of life or death. 

Leaders from more than 60 nations who attend 
the United Nations Conference on Indochina 
Refugees Friday and Saturday face one critical 
decision: Will enough countries guarantee re sc de- 
ment for the refugees already in camps and the 
countless thousands yet to come? 

Four Southeast Asian nations and Hong Kong 
inundated with 370,000 unwanted refugees from 
Vietnam, Cambodia and Laos, await the dedsoin 
anxiously. 

Malaysia — the most militant of the countries — 
warned Tuesday that if nothing much is done in 
Geneva, it will have no choice but to dose its transit 
camps and put the 73,500 refugees into boats and 
tow them out into the South China Sea. 

Since Malaysian Prime Minister Hussein Onn 
announced on June 18 that all arriving boat people 
would be prevented from landing, more than 
16,000 refugees have been towed out in 85 boats — 
an unknown number to death from starvation or 
drowning. 

Thailand, which has 1 70,000 refugees, the largest 
contingent in Southeast Aria, has served notice that 
the outcome of the conference will determine 
whether it will continue the forced repatriation of 
refugees. 

In mid- June, the Thai government forced 45,000 
Cambodians back across the border, despite their 
pleas that they faced starvation or execution. 

There are no figures on bow many of those prohi- 
bited from entering have died. 

Facing the Southeast Asian nations at the confer- 
ence will be the dozens of more affluent and less 
densely populated nations around the globe which 


could offer new homes to the refugees and money to 
pay for their upkeep in U.N.-sponsored camps. 

The United States has pledged to double its 
intake of Indochina refugees to 1 68,000 a yew and 
the American delegation led by Vice President 
Walter Mondale will be pressing other countries to 
accept a total of about 80,000-a year. 

U.S. officials said the appeal for new homes also 
would include China, which accepted more than 
200.000 ethic Chinese refugees from Vietnam until 
the two nations fought a border war earlier this 
year. 

At the heart of the conference is Vietnam, 
accused by many participants of forcing out its 
ethnic Chinese population and collecting millions of 
dollars in gold for the chance to take a risky sea 
voyage and face an estimated 50-50 chance of 
death. 

Refugees began fleeing Cambodia after a Viet- 
namese force installed a new govememem in 
Phnom Penh. Vietnam also dominates the Laotian 
government. 

Vietnam has announced it will attend the confer- 
ence as long as it focuses on the humanitarian prob- 
lems of refugees and not politics. 

Malaysia has appealed to China to ease its attacks 
on Vietnam until the conference is over. Indonesian 
Foreign Minister Mochtar Kusumaatmadja urged 
that the conference not be turned into a " slanging 
match.” 

The Southeast Asian nations and the countries 
which have been accepting the bulk of the refugees 
for resettlement are waiting to see if Vietnam offers 
a proposal to stop the In ass exodus. 

“Vietnam has to show the world that allegations 
leveled against it are not true,** Mochtar said. 

Government leaders and diplomats in the region 
estimate that Hanoi wants to expel another 2 mil- 
lion to 1.2 million ethnic Chinese.

Bitter African students inarch in Peking 


PEKING, July 18 (R) — More 
than 100 angry African students 
marched through Peking’s dip- 
lomatic area Wednesday in a 
demonstration against what they 
called bad treatment they received 
in fTwna. 

The protest was prompted by 
three days of fighting between 
African and Chinese students ear- 
lier this month at the Shanghai 
Textile Institute. African students 
in Peking said 50 foreigners had 
been injured in Shanghai, 25 of 
them seriously. 

Students on the march carried 
banners reading: “We want to go 
home," “We don’t want further 
beatings,” “Down with racial dis- 
crimination, down with false cul- 
tural friendship" and “Chinese 
authorities stop slandering 
Africa." 

Student sources said tension 
between the African and Chinese 
at various institutes around the 
country had been high for some, 
time.

WASHINGTON, July 18 (R) 
— A congressional comminee has 
revived the Jong-running con- 
troversy over who killed President 
John Kennedy and Dr. Martin 
Luther King Jr, concluding that 
both were probably murdered as 
the result of conspiracies. 

The House of Representatives 
Assassinations Committee, in a 
final report issued Tuesday, said 
evidence gathered during a two- 
and-a- half-year investigation 
showed that more than one person 
was probably involved in each of 
tile lrillingft- 

Congress launched the inquiry 
hoping to assuage national doubts 
about the shootings, especially as 
to whether the killers acted with- 
out the aid or knowledge of 
others. 

Instead, it may simply have 
given the controversy new life. 
Since the committee's conclusions 
were not supported by indisput- 
able evidence. 

The committee, accused the 
FBI of inadequate investigation of 
the 1960s murders. It urged the 
FBI to follow up the probe and 
said ft would mm over to the 
agency secret leads ft had gathered 
relating to the 1963 assassination.

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A WELCOME BID 

Leadership of the world's efforts to arrive at a just and lasting 
peace in the Middle East seems to be moving from the United States 
to the countries of Western Europe. It is a welcome change and one 
— if events of the past few weeks are any indication — which may 
produce results. 

Statements by European leaders have made it clear they are no 
longer content to ride America's coattails in dealing with the issues 
and supporting Israeli intransigence on the occupied lands. 

The latest is from Belgian Foreign Minister Henri Simonet, who 
denounced contingency plans by the U.S. to intervene in Arab states 
in case of a “threat’' to America's oil supplies. 

Simonet noted that such plans would not solve anything. In feet, he 
said, they would complicate an already delicate situation and would 
probably result in a complete closure of Western oil supplies. Such an 
invasion could well turn out to be America's Suez. 

What Mr. Simonet did not say, but what needs saying, is that the 
United States has apparently singled out only Arab states in its 
oil-military planning. The Arab states may have a lot of oil, but they 
are hardly- the world's only suppliers of crude. And by the same 
token, many of the other oil states are much closer geographically to 
the U.S. than is this pan of the world. 

The solution to the oQ crisis lies not in threats of invasion. It lies in 
wise leadership in the industrial states — the kind of leadership 
President Jimmy Carter may be beginning to exercise with his new 
energy program. 

European and Japanese leaders already recognize this. They 
know, as the U.S. does not, that heaping abuse on Arab members of 
OPEC — who in many cases have been more restrained than other 
oil producers — will not bring down prices or increase output. 

European leaders also recognize that if there is turmoil in the 
Middle East, it is because of the conflict with Israel. An end to that 
conflict would mean an end to uncertainty over oil supplies. 

The United States is apparently still unaware that the separate 
peace between Israel and Egypt has done little to promote stability in 
the region. Quite the opposite, as Israel has shown by building new 
settlements in Palestinian lands. The Israeli actions seem to be a 
deliberate thumbing of the nose to the Arab world and to the United 
States, IsraeFs benefactor. 

The European powers, on the other hand, have been taking the 
initiative in solving the problems of the region, with or without the 
blessing of the United States. We hope the U.S. will support them. 

Yasser Arafef s recent talks in Vienna with leaders of the Socialist 
International — some of the most respected statesmen in Europe — 
have shown that the Palestinians are ready for a fair solution to the 
conflict, that they want only their internationally recognized rights. 
The talks are another example of the new European initiative. 

It would be unfortunate if the U.S. were to ignore the oppor- 
tunities and suggestions being put forward by th e-Europeans. If the 
U.S., Europe and the Soviet Union were to work together, a solution 
will be that much closer.

MONROVIA — Egypt has scored a diplomatic 
victory at the meeting of 49 African foreign minis- 
ters which prepared for the summit of heads of 
state. 

Contrary to what was forecast, not a single Afri- 
can delegation even mentioned the possibility of 
excluding the Egyptians from the Organization of 
African Unity because of its separate peace treaty 
with Israel. 

This is the first time that the Arab rejectionisz 
front — represented here by Libya and Algeria — 
has not attempted to use an important Third World 
forum to try to isolate the Sadat regime as part of its 
campaign against the Camp David accords. 

Although the Libyan and Algerian delegates, 
backed by some blade African states, condemned 
Sadat in customary hostile language, they did not 
move to suspend Egypt from membership of the 
OAU, as they have already succeeded in doing in 
the Arab League and are still working towards in 
the non-aligned movement. 

Their failure to do so seems due to two reasons. 
First, soundings showed that any such attempt 
would be vigorously opposed by the great majority 
of black African States, so they chose not to risk a 
substantial defeat. Second, African leaders have 
shown signs of impatience at attempts to try to 
export inter-Arab disputes into Africa. 

The foreign ministers have appointed a commit- 
tee to try to reach a consensus over a Middle East 
resolution which will be put before the African 
summit which opened here Tuesday. 

The consensus resolution is likely to contain the 
following elements: strong support for the creation 
of an independent Palestinian state, full backing for 
the PLO, insistence on a comprehensive peace 
agreement for the Middle East (but without men- 
tioning the step-by-step approach represented by 
the Camp David accords). Also strong condemna- 
tion of Israel policies on the West Bank and over 
its links with South Africa, and renewal of the 
former resolution calling for total African sever- 
ance of diplomatic relations with Israel. 

Egyptians are not discouraging such a consensus 
since they feel that it win be a useful! way of keeping 
up pressure on Israel to negotiate seriously over a 
Palestinian State. 

It would be difficult to exaggerate the hostility 
felt by the majority of blade African states to Israel 
over its openly proclaimed policy of expanding its 
ties with South Africa. 

For the moment, the Egyptians have decided 


against raising the possibility of an African peace- 
keeping force in Sinai in the event of the U.N. 
Security Council refusing to renew the mandate for 
its force when the question comes up for decision 
later this year. ‘ 

The Egyptians feel an OAU move would blunt 
the effort to get the Security Council to renew the 
mandate. Another likely reason is that they have 
gauged that such a proposal would not be likely to 
win enough support in the present atmosphere. 

The foreign ministers have agreed to recommend 
to the summit that the principle of establishing an 
African defence force, under OAU auspices, 
should be accepted. But they have ruled out any 
idea of trying to establish a standing army for 
Africa. 

For reasons of cost and policy, the African lead- 
ers favor a pragmatic approach to African peace- 
keeping. The essence of their approach is what U 
called the U.N.-Swedish model. 

As in the case of the U.N., they favor the value of 
peace-keeping forces to be raised on an ad hoc basis 
whenever the Security Council decides that a par- 
ticular situation calls for either active policing or for 
armed observers to ensure that treaties are being 
adhered to. 

The “Swedish mode 1” is in reference to Sweden's 
policy of earmarking and training a special force io 
be available whenever called upon to move quickly 
into an emergency area. African states are likely to 
be asked to commit themselves to allocating and 
training elements of their armies to be ready to 
respond to any decision taken by the OAU. 

One immediate foreseeable role for such a force 
is in Chad, where a dangerous civil war is 
threatened after the repeated breakdown of agree- 
ments negotiated through African mediation. 

After the last such agreement, Nigeria sent a 
largely police contingent to Chad to supervise the 
truce, but it was forced to withdraw its men when 
the side supported by the Libyans breached the 
arrangements and set itself up as the new Govern- 
ment. 

The foreign ministers have refused to allow rhis 
element to take a place at the OAU meeting as the 
legal government, while also refusing to allow any 
other group of Chadians to be present. 

A new mediation commission has been estab- 
lished to try, once again, to get the half-dozen Cha- 
dian factions around a table. If agreement is 
reached its success could be ensured by providing 
an African peace-keeping force. Meanwhile, 
French military units have been left to perform this 
thankless task. — (OFNS) 


A sudden end to Somoza family’s decades in power 


MANAGUA — 

Anastasio Somoza Debayic, a graduate of the U.S. Military 
Academy at West Point, was Nicaragua's third president from a 
famil y that ran the Central American republic for more than 40 years 
thrqugh political power and wealth. 

He was assailed by his critics as a violator of human rights but 
praised by his supporters as one who brought economic stability to 
his nation and its 2 J million people. In 1977 and 1978 he survived 
concerted efforts to force his resignation. August and September of 
1978 saw open warfare between his National Guard and rebels. 

Somoza' s military power crushed the uprising in 1978, but a 
seven-week guerrilla offensive that began May 28, proved too much. 
Somoza submitted his resignation to Nicaragua's congress Tuesday 
and flew to exile in the U.S. 

Friends claim Somoza helped the poor in many ways: His enemies 
charge he exploited them and did away with those who opposed him. 

Neither his father nor his brother in the presidency before were 
faced the kind of trouble Anastasio Somoza Debayle had. Analysts 
say it began when the administration of U.S. President Jimmy Carter 
instituted a foreign policy that put heavy stress on respect for human 
rights. Until then, the Somozas of Nicaragua had the support of U.S. 
administrations because of their stand against Communism. 

Trouble at home came to Somoza after he suffered a heart attack 
in July 1977 at the age of 51 . The illness forced him to reek treatment 
.in Miami, Florida, for three months. Long-simmering opposition in 
the country suddenly came into the open.

JERUSALEM — 
Whatever secret understandings President 
Anwar Sadat and Premier Menahem Begin may or 
may not have reached during their two-day summit 
in Alexandria, both recognized that there was no 
going back and that they would sink or swim 
together. To their visible relief, they found that they 
could work with each other. 

The two leaders were alone throughout their bus- 
iness sessions. They needed no American con- 
ciliator, they summoned no advisers and they dis- 
pensed with stenographers. They were not negotiat- 
ing and recorded no decisions. 

Sadat set the tone by suggesting it was time they 
addressed each other by their first names. “May I 
call you Menahem?" he asked. “Yes,” Begin 
replied, “but I shall still call you Mr. President" 
This was less a matter of coolness — Begin was 
still bubbling with this breakthrough to fraternity 
when be arrived home on i Thursday — than of the 
Israeli premier’s Polish sense of propriety. By the 
end of the talks, it had become “ Anwar” in private, 
“Mr. President" in public. 

Menahem and Anwar agreed on a common 
strategy for persevering with peace and outfacing 
Egypt’s Arab critics. Israel is expected to take vari- 
ous measures — such as moving the military gov- 
ernment headquarters from the center of Gaza to a 
more remote comer of the strip — that will give

The Sandinistas who started out as adassic rural guerrilla organ- 
ization in the mid-1960s, switched to urban terrorism in 1974, with 
an attack on a diplomatic party in Managua. Forty persons were held 
hostage until Somoza provided the guerrillas with a plane and safe 
passage to Cuba, together with a large cash ransom.

For all this, Somoza agreed on a ban against him and his family 
from continuing in power. 

The Somozas always maintained friendly and close ties with the 
United Sates. Their governments were also marked by their friendli- 
ness to foreign investments and by corruption. 

Relations between the United States and Nicaragua visibly 
cooled in 1977 after U.S. congressional hearings on human rights 
violations and the suspension of U.S. military aid by the Carter 
administration. — (AP)

Riyadh: where to go for cranes, glass and clay pipes 
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Riyadh CitiGuide, published by 
TTbama, Riyadh. SR50.

RIYADH — As everyone who 
lives in the Kingdom knows, get- 
ting around the major cities is not 
a straightforward matter. A famil- 
iar sight is two people groping in

their pockets for pencil and paper 
in order to draw each other a map 
of where they live or work. Equally 
familiar is the lost soul in a busy 
street gazing at an inadequate 
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scrawl on the back of an envelope. 
Armed now with the “Riyadh 
CitiGuide” they should have bet- 
ter tuck. 

The principal merit of the guide 
is that a thoroughgoing effort has 
been made to map in detail this 
sprawling and rapidly expanding 
capital. There are 46 maps, drawn 
as grids, and there are in addition 
specific maps indicating, for 
example, the whereabouts of hos- 
pitals, fire brigades or gasoline sta- 
tions. These are really useful. 

The gasoline map incidentally 
points up what many residents 
keenly feel — the total absence of 
stations in Oleyah, Suleyraaniah 
and the region southwest of the 
airport road, saving the solitary 
and overworked station by the 
airport. 


The detailed maps of the central 
areas are very carefully drawn 
with names of individual shops, 
banks and offices all written in. In 
order to be really informative this 
is essential where not only are 
street names few, but numbers 
non-existent. 

One of the best sections is that 
of the industrial area. The various 
quarters and industries are named 
so that now one knows just where 
to go for cranes, glass or clay 
pipes. The plans of the souks are 
helpful too (one learns for 
instance that there is an egg souk) 
and also in this most ministerial of 
cities the plan of government ' 
departments. 

There are eccentricities how- 
ever. Why is there an elaborate 
tree of the various offices of the 
ministry of planning(including the

of no other ministry? 

Not surprisingly the guide, 
which took two years to prepare, is 
not absolutely up-to-date in these 
days of mushroom-fast develop- 
ment. The Suleymaniah and 
Oleyah areas have been built up a 
great deal more than the nearly 
blank maps for these areas would 
indicate. 

An excellent entry is the 
double-page called Adventure. 


This gives a general map of the 
Riyadh area, including A1 Kharj 
and Diriyah, with wadis and 
landmarks. A short paragraph 
heads this page with sensible 
advice about desert travel. There 
are some notes describing a few of 
the well-known spots in the area. 

This page will be much valued by 
those who like to get out of town. 

A worthy effort has been made 
to make an index of commodities: 
where to find a plant nursery, 
heavy machinery or frozen fish.

It 
was chosen hurriedly just before 
the general election c last year, 
without consideration for prob- 
lems such as snow, which makes 
construction work impossible for 
much of the year. 

The delay has aided the case for 
a more modest project producing 
about 1 migawatt of electricity on 
another site, but this is unlikely to 
add much to the development of 
solar power, as France is already 
involved in a similar Common 
Market project in Sidly. The 
recently established solar energy 
commission which co-ordinates 
planning is in favor of the smaller 
scheme, saying it would leave more 
funds for financing other research. 

The French cabinet has been 
discussing emergency measures 
for economising on domestic 
industrial and motor fuel. It may 
decide to give more money to the" 
energy-economy agency, which, 
has agreed to finance research 
projects for more economic cars. 

State-owned Renault and 
privately-owned Peugeot are 
expected to join in developing an 
engine that will cut fuel needs by a 
quarter. — (G)

Soviets fear politics shadowing Olympic show 


MOSCOW — The Olympic 
Games, declared one of this coun- 
try s top leaders recently, are 
meant to “ serve the cause of rein- 
forcing the friendship of peoples’' 
and Russians should therefore 
welcome warmly the foreign ath- 
letes and spectators coming to the 
22nd Olympiad here in July, 
1980. 

But Viktor Grishin, Communist 
Party boss of Moscow and a 
member of the secretive, 13- man 
ruling Politburo in the Kremlin, 
has warned Soviet citizens to be on 
their guard to “resist the prop- 
aganda of ideas and principles 
alien to us, (resist) attacks on our 
country and on the ideas of Social- 
ism and Communism." 

Few statements by the leader- 
ship in recent months could better 
sum up the xenophobic ideologi- 
cal worries that color the official 
Soviet attitude to the 1980- 
Olympics, which they lobbied so 
hard to lure here in the first place. 

Having done much over the 
years to politicize international 
amateur sport at the expense of 
the West, the tough- talking, 
dour-faced men who run this 
country now shrink at the notion 
of so many foreigners, with their 


odd ways of thinking, walking the 
streets of this capital, where 
thought is an affair of state and 
party. 

Not since the Berlin Olympics 
of 1936 will the Games be so 
propagandized by a country’s rul- 
ers to strut their way of life as a 
rebuke to any other political sys- 
tem. 

Such a politically charged set- 
ting may well be perfectly approp- 
riate for this Olympiad, which is 
the focal point for tangled interna- 
tional sports politics that to an 
outsider resemble nothing so 
much as a massive free- for- all 
wrestling match under way not 
only in the ring, but also the aisles 
and bleachers of the arena. 

What happens ■ on Olympic 
playing fields, where highly 
trained men and women match 
strengths and skills under seem- 
ingly inhuman pressures, has long 
been symbolic of struggle among 
nations. No one understands this 
better than the Soviets, for whom 
politics and athletics are pari of 
the same wrestling team. 

As at previous recent games, 
the political questions simmering 
for the 22nd Olympiad revolve 
principally around racism, China,

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radio stations and Israel, with the 
Soviets having added something 
uniquely their own — repression. 

What the Soviets fear most of all 
is a boycott by black African 
teams similar to the 1976 
Montreal Games walkout by 
almost two dozen teams from 
Africa in protest over a New Zea- 
land rugby ream's visit to Sooth 
Africa. The fact that South Africa 
itself was barred from the Olymp- 
ics a decade ago because of apar- 
theid and that rugby is not an 
Olympic sport was considered 
beside the point. 

The Soviets now face a similar 
situation with France and perhaps 
with Britain as well. A South Afri- 
can rugby team has accepted an 
invitation to tour France this 
summer. In addition, the British 
rugby board has quietly discussed 
a visit by the British national team, 
the Lions, to South Africa at the 
same time as the Olympics here. 

Both posable tours raise the 
threat of another black boycott. 
For the Soviets, who have closely ■ 
identified themselves on the world 
stage with the aspirations of 
emerging black nations, such an 
act could be acutely embarra ssi ng 
and would likely cut television 
viewership in some of the very 
countries where Russia hopes for 
major projection of its image. 

At Montreal, Soviet sympathies 
reportedly lay with the black 
boycott. In this case, since such a 
boycott would run counter to their 
own aims, the Russians might be 
in rather a dilemma. 

The Moscow Olympics organiz- 
ing committee publicly warned the 
French in April that it“would not 
hesitate to exclude countries that

through Vitaly Smirnov who is a 
member of the International 
Olympic Committee (IOC) and 
vice president of the Moscow 
organizing committee, sought 
IOC pressure on France as well. 
But in late April, the French 
national and Olympic sporting 
committee rejected IOC pressures 
and said it would not interfere in 
the South African tour. 

U.S. recognition of 
China and -derecognition of 
Taiwan has resulted in a compli- 
cated deadlock between Taipei 
and Peking over acceptable for- 
mulae for participation. The 
Soviets seem to be relying on the 
two to continue stalemated 
through 1980, which would 
relieve the ■ Russians from having 
to play host to their most feared 
Communist adversary. 

Israel, 'which Moscow has 
loathed ever since the 1967 War, 
is guaranteed participation. 

“ All countries whkdi have their 
national Olympic committee have 
to be admitted," Smirnov said 
without enthusiasm recently. But 
it remains to be seen if Israeli tour- 
ists eager to watch their team in 
Moscow will find it all that easy to 
obtain entry visas.

Another boycott threat — by 
Western nations in retaliation for 
Soviet repressions of human rights 
activists — seems to have faded. 

Groups principally in France, 
Britain and the United States had 
pushed that idea with some suc- 
cess last summer in the aftermath 
of the political trials of Alexander 
Ginzburg, Yuri Orlov and Anatoli 
Scharansky. But the movement 
seems to have lost steam. 

The Soviets have freed Ginz- 
burg from a labor camp as part of a 
prisoner exchange.

TOKYO, July 1 8 ( R) — Japan’ s 
trade surplus with the rest of the 
world jumped to $1.11 billion in 
June but the surplus for the first 
six months of the year remained 
well below the corresponding 
period of 1978, the finance minis- 
try announced Wednesday. 

Rising from only $53 million in 
May, the latest surplus was due to 
a high level of such exports as steel 
products, vehicles and tape 

recorder^ 

But the figures showed that 
Japan was coming to grips with the 
problem of its trade surplus, which 
reached about $24 billion last year 
and was a major factor behind the 
dollar's fall in Tokyo to a record 
low of 175.50 yen in October. 

The surplus for the first six 
months of this year totaled $336 
billion, nearly four times lower 
than the $12.29 billion recorded in 
the same 1978 period. 

Japan’s current account, which 
includes visible trade and so- 
called invisibles such as tourism 
and Insurance, produced a deficit 
of $1.68 billion in the first six 


earlier. 

The overall balance of pay- 
ments, which includes all Japanese 
foreign transactions, showed a 
deficit of $7.41 billion in the half- 
year after a surplus of $5. 64 billion 
in the same 1978 period. 

Japan’s exports in June rose by 
seven per cent to S8.51 billion, 
while imports almost doubled to 
$7.40 billion from a year earlier. 

The ministry said Japanese 
exports in the first half of the year 
were up six per cent from a year 
earlier, while imports increased by 
35 per cent.

World Bank President Robert

PARIS, July 18 (R) — Many 
more unemployed, accelerating 
prices and a more sluggish pace of 
economic growth were forecast 

for the industrial non- Communist 
world in a grim survey released 
here Wednesday. 

It said the industrial demote 
racks fitted higher unemploy- 
ment, increased inflation and 
lower growth rates over the com- 
ing year because of higher Ofl 
prices. 

The survey, a regular six- 
monthly report by the Paris- based 
Organization for Economic 
Cooperation and Development 
(OECD), predicted that one of 


the highest rises in unemployment 
would be in the United States 
where the total jobless rate could 
readt seven per cent of the work 
force. 

John Fay, the chief OECD 
economist, told a news conference 
that the situation facing the 
OECD members was “not 
altogether a happy one.. J should 
have preferred a less grim presen- 
tation.” 

Problems facing Western indus- 
ti&l states were already extremgfy 
difficult before the Organization 
of Petroleum Exporting Coun- 
tries’ (OPEQ recent price rise. . 


The OECD membership covers 
North America, Western Europe, 
Japan, Australia and New Zea- 
land. 

The OECD’s economic outlook 
was originally based on figures 
available up to last June 11, but 
the organization, published an 
annex to the survey dated July 4 to 
take account of the oil price rise 
decided at the Geneva OPEC con- 
ference. 

The original survey assumed 
that OECD ofl imports would cost 
23 per cent more over 1979 than 
the year before, but the figure was 
more likely to be around 35 per 
cent, the annex said.

Chavan chosen by Reddy 
to form India government 


NEW DELHI, July 18 (AP) — 
Former Foreign Minister Y. V. 
.Chavan, leader of India's par- 
liamentary opposition, was asked 
Wednesday to form a government 
to succeed the resigned govern- 
ment of Morarji Desai. 

Chavan, 66, told reporters Pres- 
ident Nee lam Sanjrva Reddy, the 
chief of state, requested him to ay 
to form the next government, and 
-he was confident he would suc- 
ceed. 

Official sources at the presiden- 
tial palace confirmed that Reddy 
had decided Chavan should be 
-given a chance to assemble a par- 
liamentary majority 
' As official leader of the opposi- 
tion Chavan introduced the non- 
confidence motion last week that 
brought collapse of the 28- 
month-old Desai government. 

Chavan told reporters he 
‘needed three or four days to form 
a government 


Chavan, head of the old-line 
Congress Party with only 76 
members in the 539-member 
lower bouse of parliament, was 
not among the front-runners in 
the scramble to become prime 
minister. It was uncertain whether 
the would succeed in assembling a 
majority — even with the advan- 
tage of getting the first chance. 

Caretaker Defense Minister 
Jagjivan Ram, one of the favorites 
to become India's fifth prime 
minister told reporters, “it is just a 
courtesy that the president has 
invited the leader of the opposi- 
tion to explore the possibility of 
forming a government" 

Ram added, “ this makes no dif- 
ference to the Janata Party’s’ 1 
headed by Ram and Desai. It was 
still the largest single group, with 
more than 200 votes. 

The three front runners were 
Ram, 71, rural bloc leader Charan 
Singh, 76, and Desai himself.

Despite pressure from suppor- 
ters of the other two to step down, 
Desai has announced for re- 
election as prime minister. 

Chavan said he would be discus- 
sing with Singh the Question of 
support from nearly 100 pro- 
Singh defectors who bolted the 
Janata Party last week, costing 
Desai his parliamentary majority. 

Ironically, Singh had earlier 
asked the president to let him try 
to form the next government and 
had been counting on support 
from Cha van’s party. 

Bnt Reddy exercised what con- 
stitutional experts called the most 
conventional of the options open 
to him under India’s British-style 
parliamentary system, to give the 
first chance to the official leader of 
the opposition. 

In his letter, the president told 
Chavan, "I am of the considered 
opinion... that it is your moral duty 
as the leader of the opposition in 
the house of the people, who 
moved the motion 'of no- 
confidence.. .which brought about 
the resignation of Mr. Moraiji 
Desai and his cabinet, -to explore 
the possibility of forming a cohe- 
sive and stable alternative gov- 
ernment to replace the present 
caretaker government. I now call 
upon you now to press the issue to 
its logical conclusion." 

Chavan declined to say if he 
would ask for support form the 
breakaway Congress Party 
headed by former Prime Minister 
Indira Gandhi, whom he served as 
foreign minister from 1974-77. 
Hie Congress parties split in 1978 
on the question of condemning 
Mrs. Gandhf s emergency rule.

Esaki leaves for Japan 
following M.E. oil talks 

ABU DHABI, July 18 (R) — Japanese Minister of Interna- 
tional Trade and Industry Masumi Esaki left here Wednesday on his 
way home after a two-day visit to the United Arab Emirates (UAE) 
during which he discussed bilateral industrial cooperation. 

The o ffi ci al Emirates news agency said Esaki was seen off by 
UAE Economy and Trade Minister Sultan ibn Ahmad Al-Mualla. 

Esaki, the agency said, had conveyed a message to UAE Presi- 
dent Sheikh Zaid Bin Sultan Al-Nahayan from Japanese Premier 
Masayoshi Ohira on strengthening bilateral relations. 

During his stay, Esaki held talks with UAE Oil Minister Mana 
said Oteiba and other officials. 

The Japanese minister has also visited Iraq, Saudi Arabia an d 
Kuwait. 

The purpose of his tour was to secure stable ofi supplies for 
Japan which imports 70 per cent of its crude requirements. 


PEKING, July 18 (AP) — 
China has unconditionally 
accepted talks on a variety of 
goveramenr-to-goveroment ques- 
tions with the Soviet Union, the 
Soviet Embassy said Wednesday. 

The Chinese reply to the latest 
Russian note on the subject was 
delivered Monday in Moscow and 
specified that the conversations — 
the first since the 1960s — should 
take place in the second half of 
September and that they should 
alternate between Moscow and 
Peking. 

China named its Moscow 
ambassador, Wang Youping, to 
represent it. He has been named a 
vice foreign minis ter, slightly 
below the level which the Russians 
originally proposed for the 
exchanges. 

The embassy here said the 
Chinese had posed no substantive 
conditions for the normalization 
conversations which would range 
over the entire spectrum of official 
relations between countries. 
These would include trade, tech- 
nological cooperation, peaceful 
coexistence and non-interference 
in each othei’s affairs. 

China and the Soviet Union 
have maintained relations, but on 
a diminishe d scale : since their 
ideological rift in thceariy 1960s. 

As a consequence of their sharp 
differences of opinion over Com- 
munist ideology, the Russians in 
1 959 withdrew thousands of tech- 
nicians and abandoned key pro- 
jects which were to advance the 
Chinese economy. Relations since 
then have been strained, some- 
times hostile. 

The two sides tooka new look at 
their relationship after the Chin- 
ese announced April 3 that they 
would not extend the Sino- Soviet 
Treaty due to expire next April. 

China proposed negotiations to 


put their ties on a firmer footing 
and Moscow replied April 1 7 with 
a request for specifics. 

China followed this up May 5 
with an assertion it would consider 
all aspects of the relationship, 
expect the ideological, which was 
left in abeyance. The question of 
the dispute over the Sino- Soviet 
borders, where a milli on men are 
said to be facing each other, also 
was to be put on the shelf. 


On another front, China and 
Vietnam reported no progress in 
settling their border dispute Wed- 
nesday after meeting in Peking for 
the eighth time. 

The chief delegates, Han Nian- 
long of China and Dinh Nho Um 
Liem of Vietnam, told foreign 
reporters afterward that the two 
sides remain > as fa r apart as ever, 
Each stressed his nations’ willing- 
ness to continue the conversa- 
tions.

S panish terror subsides 

‘Statute of Guernica 9 step toward Basque autonomy 


MADRID, July 18 (R) — 
Agreement on a draft autonomy 
statute for the Basque country has 
paved the way for a solution to 
Spain's most explosive problem 
which cost more than 70 fives this 
year. 

The agreement was reached 
Tuesday night after several rounds 
of all-night talks between Prime 
Minister Adolfo Suarez and Bas- 
que nationalist leader Carlos 
Garaicoechea, and parallel discus- 
sions by a parliamentary commit- 
tee. 

Under negotiations was the 
draft “Statute of Guernica" 
approved by all Basque members 


of parliament last winter and giv- 
ing the troubled region a wide 
measure of home rule. 

It gave the fiercely nationalist 
Basques power to raise their own 
taxes, police their own region and 
control education. 

' The political- military' wing of 
the Basque separatist group ETA 
said last week it was suspending a 
campaign of beach bombings in 
Spain's Mediterranean resorts 
pending the outcome of the talks. 
But it said it wanted the draft to be 
passed unamended. 

ETA's more radical military 
wing, fighting for an independent 
Marxist Basque state, rejetfed the 


draft altogether. 

The ruling union of the Democ- 
ratic Center ( UCD) had lodged a 
long list of objections which were 
ironed out by Suarez and 
Garaicoechea, leader of the Bas- 
que Nationalist Party, only six 
hours before the deadline they 
had set 

Details of the agreed text, which 
-was to have been formally ratified 
late Tuesday, by the parliamen- 
tary committee, were not pub- 
lished, but Basque nationalists 
who took part in the negotiations 
said they were very satisfied. 

“This means the signing of a 


peace treaty after three civil 
wars", Juan Maria Bandres, a 
deputy for Euzkadiko Ezkerra 
(the Basque Left), said. 

Javier Aizayuz, a deputy for the 
Basque Nationalist Party, said the 
agreed statute was in many ways 
superior to the short-lived home 
rule granted to the Basque coun- 
try in 1936, before die: civil war 
which ended in victory for Gen- 
eral Franco. 

“Within five years we shall have 
pacified the country," he said. 

The talks took place against a 
background of political violence 
which affected much of Spain.
